In which the Pope and 
Papal Secretary Merry del Val were 
most Interested, although It was admit- I 
ted that It was difficult to establish 
whether the issue would be a victory 
for the Holy See. or the Inauguration 
of an even stronger 
anti-Catholic 


regime In France. 


CAUSES ASTONISHMENT. 


ALGECIRAS, Spain. March 8.—The 


ministerial crisis in Paris caused pro- j 
found astonishment among the dele- j 
gates of the "powers attending the Mor- 
occan conference, but the details have 
not yet reached Algeclras. The Impres- 
sion prex-alls that the event Is deplor- 
able and may possibly prove disastrous 
to French diplomacy. 
The delegates, 


however, refuse to commit themselves 
on the effect which the downfall of the 
Rouvier cabinet may have on the con- 
ference. 


Previous to the receipt of the news 


of the ministerial crisis at the French 
capital the tone of discouragement had 
completely disappeared and the work of 
i approachment was proceeding 
wltn 


feverish activity. 


The conference this morning resumed 


the discussion of the Moroccan police 
question. 
Three distinct propositions 


were proposed—one by the Austrian 
delegation 
embodying 
the 
German 


ideas; another by the French, and the 
third by the Moroccan mission. 


AUSTRIAN PLAN. 


The Austrian plan pives the Sultan 


supreme command of the police, and 
he Is to select French officers for the 
police at four points, namely Tangier, 
Saffl, Rabat and Tetuan, and choose 
Spanish officers for three points—Mo- 
gador, Larache and Maz&gan. 
The 


Sultan finally Is to select an Inspector 
general of police from Switzerland or 
Holland. 
The Inspector general Is to 


have his headquarters at Casa Blanca, 
on the Atlantic coast, and Is to com- 
mand the Franco-Spanish police fct the 
other ports. 


The Moroccan plan makes the Sultatt 


supreme, and asks that all the powers 
participate In the organization of the 
police 


The French plan, aa heretofore out- 


Ined, established Franco-Spanish po- 
Ice at eight of the leading ports. 


The Austro-German plan concedes a 


Franco-Spanish police,

Senate Sets Early Hour 


But Few Members Are 


Present, 


"WASHINGTON, March 8.—The Senate 


met at 11 o'clock, an hour eirlier than 
usual, In order to afford additional time 
for the discussion of the Statehood bill, 
hut It looked for a while as though that 
object uould be frustrated by the lack 
of attendance on the part of the Sen- 
ators. 


When the hour for meeting arrived not 
a single seat in the chamber was occu- 
pied, but as the Vice-President and the 
chaplain entered through the nortn door, 
JUr. McCumber and Mr. Gearin appeared 
at the opposite entrance and Mr. Teller 
and Mr. Patterson came in a. few mom- 
ents latei 
Other Senators were slow in 


arriving1, and at 11 36 when Mr. McCum- 
brr began to speak on the Statehood bill, 
leas than a dozen Senators were In their 
seats. 
Mr. McCumber introduced his speech 
by presenting1 a substitute for the State- 
hood bill, creating one State out of Ok- 
lahoma and another out of Indian Ter- 
ritory, the latter under the name of 
Sequoia, in honor of the Cherokee scholar 
of that name, and entirely eliminating 
New Mexico- and Arizona. 
He made an argument against the con- 


^olklation of tho territories Into fewer 
States, contending that more Western 
States were necessary to give the agri- 
cultural and other trans-Mississippi in- 
terests strong representation 
in Con- 
gress. 
Ho predicted in tho near future 
the West would have a much larger pop- 
ulation than the East, and sajd that even 
If present boundary linos "ftera preserved 
It would still bo Impossible to serure ns 
many States a^ there -were east of the 
Mississippi, nnd therefore tho balance of 
power In tho Sen.Uo must necessarily 
be against the Western section. 


Mr. McCumber declared that thf» time 


would come when tho Hast would find Its 
protection In the West. 
Ho referred to 


the influence of foreign Immigration in 
ISastern communities and in this connec- 
tion «aid that at lt«? last election Chicago 
had electnd a Socialist as rr^vor.

It speaks to those 
whom our words would never reach. Men 
must see us whether they will or not. 
if our conduct Is edifying, they will no- 
:ice it and respect us for It; -they will be 
rifluenced by it, for It is an Invitation 
that encourages their hopes and allays 
heir fears. As nothing so easily inclines 
.o virtue, as good example, so nothing 
more powerfully attracts to vice aa the 
scandalous conduct of those around us. 


"There is not a crime or a disorder dis- 


_ 'aclng the Christian world which can- 
not be traced to bad example. If there 
s.any work In the world which peculiarly 
s the devil's work, It Is the hindrance 
which men sometimes put In the path 


hlch their fellow creatures are called by 


God to walk in. To It Is so common that 


ur Lord treats it as the order of nature: 
It must needs be. that scandals come,' 
but He adds. 'Woe to that man by whom 
he scandal cometh.' There Is, humanly 
speaking, no hope of reformation In this 


•orld for the arch-tempter's delegates— 


for those who knowingly cap the virtue, 
or sneer at the faith of one who is In- 
nocent, or childlike, or confiding.

The second-hand department of the yards 
Is pretty well stocked Just now and offers 
some good bargains to people Interested 
In the line it carries. It is probably not 
generally known that the Southern Pa- 
cific always carries at Its local establish- 
ment a number of locomotives which have 
outgrown their usefulness on the com- 
pany's lines. 
Some of these are pur- 


chased by little "jerkwater" roads of the 
back country, remodeled and pressed Into 
service once more. 
Those that ar« too 


far gone are sold for junk. 


Just at present there are eleven light 


locomotives standing on the "second- 
hand" sidings, each with the forward 
part of the driving rod removed to Indi- 
cate that It. Is out of commission.

Our Trade Troubles in China. 


According to Colonel John M. Carson, chief of the bureau of 


manufactures ia the Department of Commerce and Labor, neither 
the boycott nor the inefficient consular service is responsible for 
Americans losing trade in China. Colonel Carson was the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Philadelphia Ledger for many years 
prior to entering the government service and is noted for the wealth 
and reliability of his information. He is one of the best informed men 
on public affairs in the country, therefore what he says is entitled 
to a respectful hearing. Colonel Carson says the Americans are 
the best manufacturers and the poorest merchants in the world, and 
that the trouble they encounter in the Orient is due to their failure 
to study local conditions, the idiosyncrasises of the people and the 
peculiar reasons why there is a demand for goods of a certain kind 
and quality. 


"The fault principally lies with the refusal of the 
American 


manufacturer to adapt himself to Oriental conditions," said Colonel 
Carson in a recent interview. "The boycott amounts to something 
in certain places, but our American manufacturers have a great deal 
to learn from the Germans and English. We make better goods 
than either of them, but our people seem unable to understand that 
they must adapt their products to the tastes of the Chinese, and we 
cannot expect to force American models and American ideas upon 
millions of people whose civilization is so entirely different. 
The 


English and Germans are not nearly as good manufacturers as we 
are, but they are better traders. They study their markets, they 
understand how to pack a great deal better than we do, and they 
will continue to get the bulk of the Oriental trade until our manu- 
facturers learn the lesson they do not know at all." 


All this has been stated before by our consuls and American 


visitor* to China, but it does not seem to have impressed itself on the 
minds of American manufacturers and exporters. Colonel Carson 
merely reaffirms the results of the observations of others, but in 
doing so he confirms previous statements and gives renewed em- 
phasis to a point that cannot be too often and too forcibly dwelt 
upon. 


"There are some simple things," 
continues Colonel 
Carson, 


which have immense influence with the Chinese, yet we ignore these 
things altogether. For instance, there is a brand 
of evaporated 


cream or condensed milk which has on its label a picture of a cow. 
We understand what that means. It indicates that the cream is the 
pure dairy article and actually came from a cow. 
But do you know, 


we have just begun to get in reports showing that the Chinese have 
a notion that because there is a cow on the label there is a cow in 
the can, or a section of one. They will not believe it is cream, and 
have refused to buy it. 


"Xow, take another thing. 
Our manufacturers do not seem to 


comprehend the intense conservatism of the Chinese. A well known 
manufacturer came to me the other day and said he had a cheap 
watch which was a great deal better in every way than those sold 
to the Chinese by the English and 
Germans. 
It 
was modern, 


whereas the German watches were old fashioned in every particular, 
were not at all up to date, and would not keep particularly good 
time. 


''The watch man failed to remember that the Chinese worship 


their ancestors. Most of them actually prefer the 
old 
fashioned 


watch, because that is the kind their grandfathers carried. They 
\\ill pay more for one of that type than for the latest product of an 
American factory. The Germans have found this out, and they are 
supplying the demand, while the American manufacturers' are en- 
deavoring to impose on the Chinese ideas and styles which are far 
in advance of their capacity to understand." 


Americans are too prone to seek political 
reasons 
for their 


failure to advance in any desired direction ; consequently, 
they 


ascribe to the boycott and other causes their loss of trade in China. 
As a matter of fact, we have lost no trade in China, but American 
trade in that country has not ad\anced as rapidly as it should. We 
have not kept pace with others in profiting by commercial expansion 
in the Orient, and we are complaining about it instead of addressing 
ourselves to the task of finding out what is the matter and remedy- 
ing the difficulty. 
The manufacturers and exporters have appealed 


to the government to mend a trouble for which they alone are re- 
sponsible. Some of them want the United States to 
thrash 
the 


Chinese into buying American goods. Others want the nation to 
reopen its doors to coolie immigration in the hope that it will make 
a market for their wares in the Orient. The remedies suggested 
arc futile and impossible 
They will do great harm \\ithout benefit- 


ing American trade. They are proposed because Amcripzfn traders 
and manufacturers close their e}es to the facts of)'thV,,G"ase, and 
neglect to govern themselves bj

After the famine the subjects of Pharaoh were merely land serfs 


of the Egyptian monarch; their labor belonged to him when their 
lands, houses and cattle passed into his hands. Moreover, the grain 
corner of Joseph laid the foundation for the future slavery of Israel. 
If his brethren sold Joseph into slavery, Joseph's financial operations 
enslaved all his kindred. The grain he had stored attracted them to 
Egypt first, and it was at his instance that they settled there. Is it 
too much to infer that the memory of Joseph's corner in corn served 
in after time to provoke and heat the resentment of the Egyptians 
against the children of Israel? Doubtless it 
was 
carried in the 


memories of an oppressed people that the man who inaugurated the 
policy that deprived them of their lands was a Jew, and that it was 
this Jew who brought a strange people into the land, who were for 
time fa\ored by the mightiest man in the kingdom of Egypt. 


Mr. Rockefeller has been

example, for it brings under review the most conspicuous instanc 
of governmental rapacity and extortion 
in all history. Joseph

^bounteous harvests (being informed, so we are told, by Divine mes- 
S'age), he required the husbandmen to yield up one fifth of their

The corn thus wrung from the 


, people was stored up in the King's granaries against the lean years 
that were coming. There is no hint in the Bible that Joseph in- 
formed the people that a long famine was impending; that informa- 
tion he apparently reserved for Pharaoh. 
To vihat use the fore- 


knowledge given to Pharaoh in a dream and interpreted 
through 


Divine power by Joseph 
was applied is narrated in the following 


passages from Genesis : 


"Let them lay up corn," he said, "under hand of Pharaoh."— 


Genesis, xli., 35. 


He had abundant opportunity to •warn them, for Pharaoh made 


him ruler next to himself (xli., 44) and Joseph "went out over all 
the land." 
(xli., 45.)

behind the pending sale of the John B. 
Walsh railroads.

The tentative plans in the big deal, it 
was stated last night, contemplate tha 
elevation of the 
Terminal Railroad * 
tracks within the city limits without 
further delay and the subsequent ap- 
portionment 
of the 
Walsh 
coal and 
quarry properties among at least three 
large trunk line systems. 
It was learned that a conference, at 
which the negotiations were wound up, 
was held at the residence of John J. 
Mitchell, president of the Illinois Trust 
and Savings Bank, who represents the 
Clearing House committee In the dis- 
posal of the Walsh properties. 
This conference lasted until a late 
hour last night. 
Just what transpired 
at Mr. Mitchell's residence could not be 
learned authoritatively. It was reported, 
1 however, that an agreement was virtually 
entered into and that the binding of the 
bargain may not be delayed beyond this 
afternoon. • The only delays that might 
follow, it was stated by a: representative 
of ithe Clearing House Association, would 
be natural ones, occasioned by the sign- 
ing up of the voluminous documents. It 
•was officially stated that no hitch had 
occurred in the negotiations. 
The Chicago Southern Railroad, one of 
the Walsh lines that can be completed 
In three months, Is the road that fur- 
nishes the key to the community of in- 
terests plan which has brought the big 
railroad Interests together. 
The strategic importance of this line 
was quickly recognized by the Vander- 
bilt people, the Pennsylvania interests 
and the Moore Company, especially the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois road, and 
prompted these three interests to enter 
Into the syndicate agreement for. joint 
operation of the naw road in the event 
of the purchase being made.

"Pennsylvania Institution,' said Dr 


Wilkinson, Is a very interesting place 
and one of the largest and perhaps the

management in 
the United 


States 
The maintenance of Its insti- 


tution for the deaf and dumb must 
ever reflect great credit upon the State 
of Pennsylvania 
The special feature 


is Us meihod of Instruction 
They t 
have adopted there what is known as j 
the oral system or German method of I 
instruction 
Of course that is noth- ' 


ing novel, for there are 
other 
oral 


schools in this country as well as in 
Europe 
An interesting feature to us 


of the combined school system is that 
the pupils use signs freely outside 
the class rooms 


"Almost all schools where the oral 


system is in vogue forbid the use of 
signs, and this has always soemed to 
me to be Just one step removed from 
cruelty. To any one who has observ- 
ed how very early deaf children will 
learn to comunicate ideas In signs to 
each other, and hosv much joy they got 
from this corrmunlcatton, it will cer- 
tainly s^em a -very- great hardship to 
cut them off from this means of happi- 
ness and Intellectual growth 
It has 


always seemed to me that in schools 
where signs were forbidden the hap- 
piness of the child Is not sufficiently 
considered, and I am free to say that 
this consideration of happiness, to the 
deaf themselves. Is of prime import- 
ance 


PERMITS SIGNS. 


"The Philadelphia School has, to a 


great extent, obviated this difficulty, 
and by Insisting on speech and writ- 
ing- in the class room and free use of 
signs outside 
obtains a reasonably 


good means of speech for many of the 
deaf, and does not interfere with the 
happiness of free communication on 
the campus, and personal intercourse 
outside
